more particularly the lonely missions, 
stationed far from outside help and 


trusting with implicit faith in the loy- 
alty of their converts, were in great 
danger.

man’s misdeeds, She must find out ‘for 
herself, and until then all our dreams of 
country-life in England must wait.’’ 

With that we dropped the subject; 
but it was impossible to sleep, and so we 
sat far inte the night, two bespectacled, 
2 ar sie Chinamen, talking of the Eng- 
ish Channel and the South Downs and 
the Sussex Hunts;—until the guttering 
éandle spluttered out in darkness. ° , 

The next evening we arrived at our 
destination and in the mission premises 
within the city walls 1 was introduced 
to Mr, Mason and his niece Margery. 

It was impossibie not to notice the 
trend of affairs. Not only had our short 
ride through the city (which we had 
entered in English clothes) been marked 
by more than usual hostility, but the 
anxiety and suspense were plainly vis- 
ible on the faces-of all the inmates of 
the mission. 

‘*My uncle keeps assuring me that 
nothing is wrong,’’ said Margery, 
after the etostings ‘had been  ex- 
changed and Mr. Mason had retired 
again to his studies; ‘‘but he has for- 
‘bidden me to go outside the house, and 
seems very sad and depressed.’’ The 
pallor of her face and the dark circles 
round her eyes showed clearly how the 
enforced confinement in that pestilen- 
tial city was telling on her constitu- 
tion. f 

We made light of her fears, saying 
that it ‘was the old ery of ‘‘ Wolf, 
wolf!’’ and that the taotai of the city 
would see that no harm came to the mis- 
sion; that the Union-jack was flying 
over the British Concession at Hankow, 
and that there were British gunboats 
on the Yangtse. 

We did not then know that the allied 
nations were massing at Tientsin, and 
that the siege of Peking had begun. 
Nevertheless, in spite of a peaceful 
night in our comfortable quarters, we 
rose next morning haunted by a strange 
oppression—a vague foreboding of fu- 
ture events. It was a dull, stifling day, 
and it seemed as though anything could 
happen in that still, sultry atmosphere. 
But the\usual routine of. the mission 
took its accustomed course; throughout 
the long morning there was no outward 


and visible sign to give ground for our 
anxiety, and after toffin Mason left in 
his ‘‘chair,’’ on a visit to a house at the 
tar end of the city. 

It must have been. about five in the 
evening when the curtain rose on the 
first scene of the drama. Graham and 
I, having discovered the half-dozen 
rifles insisted on by the home authori- 
ties, were engaged in cleaning these on

the veranda, when suddenly the mission 
bearers, dusty and streaming with 
sweat, came staggering into the com- 
pound. 

Looking very white and aged, and 
binding his right hand in a blood-stain- 
ed handkerchief, Mason descended from 


his ‘‘chair’’ and came to where we 
stood. *‘You can expect the worst,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I’’—and his voice broke a little 


—‘‘T was stoned by a mob in the city 
—the first time in twenty years.’’? And 
he passed into the house. 

Exchanging a look, my friend and I 
continued to clean the rifles. 

Dinner that night was not a pro- 
nounced success, in spite of an avoid- 
ance of the topic that was uppermost 
in our minds, 

To his niece the old missionary had 
made light of the affair, saying that it 
had only been the disturbance of a few 
roughs, such as might have happened in 
jany town in England. However, as we 
retired with our cigars to the veranda 
we at once held a council of war, and 
out of the hearing of the girl he loved, 
Graham strongly urged our hest to send 
to the taotai for help, ‘‘Is there any 
one among your servants whom you can 
trust implicitly?’’ he asked. 

The old gentloman reflected. an in- 
stant. ‘*Yes, Wang—the only ‘one, I 
fear.’’ The words cost him an effort: 
To claim only one faithful retainer af- 
ter twenty weary years of hardship and 
privation must, have been a bitter con- 
fession indeed. ; 

The house-boy Wang, an intelligent- 
looking Cantonese of indefinite age, was 
accordingly sent for, and despatched to 
‘the Yamen with. a message carefully 
drawn up by Graham and the mission- 
ary.

A Chinaman had crawled into the 
compound and lay within a few feet of 
our ehairs, We sprang on him in an 
instant; but' he offer no resistance, 
and addressed our host rapidly in the 
vernacular. Unconversant with the lan- 
guage as I was, I watched him as he 
stood pleading vehemently before Ma 
son. He was apparently a coolie of the 
poorest type, pinched with famine and 
wasted by disease and opium; and I 
remember thinking that he seemed to 
fopaaenst the summit of poverty and 
misery, the last word in degradation.

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Graham translated to me, ‘‘He says 

they are going to attack the mission; 
‘but. if we gome at once ‘he ‘will take us 
down to Hahkow in his junk.’ — 
. The Chinaman stood ae him ex- 
pettantly as he spoke; then their eyes 
met, and Graham continned; ‘‘It’s prob- 
a‘trap; and, besides; not one of us 
leave the city alive tonight.’’ ;

Our eyes were jturned to the China- 
man, who, trembling from head to foot, 
commenced a pitiable, confused jargon 
of English words. It was impossible to 
distinguish anything clearly, but I 
caught the words: ‘‘England—Margery 
—God—another chance—lieutenant— 
Royal Navy.’’ It was an unparalleled, 
unheard-of situation. I, for my part, 
knew not what to make of it until, 
with a start of horror, I suddenly re- 
membered thg ‘‘Iconoclast’’ incident, 


Mason was the first to break the si- 
lence which ensued. ‘‘What is this?’’ 
he asked. ‘‘ Explain at once.’’ 

The ‘dreadful suspicion which had en- 
tered my head was gradually confirmed 
as, slowly and haltingly, in the almost 
forgotten words of his mother-tongue, 
the poor wretch told us one of the sad- 
dest tales I have ever listened to: How 
us a lieutenant on the Iconoclast he had 
run into debt ashore, and one day had 
taken opium to ease his anxieties; how 
the drug had taken a grip on him so 
that he seareely knew how to exist be- 
tween doses; and how, with all his prin- 
ciples gone, and broken in mind and 
|body, he had finally yielded to the cray- 
ing, and had slipped ashore one night in 
a sampan, taking the first money he 
could lay his hands on. . 

We heard the story through in silence, 
sitting mute and abashed like the un- 
willing recipients of some disgraceful 
confidence. 

The awkward pause which- followed 
was suddenly broken by the unceremon- 
ious return of Wang, who, running on 
to the veranda, leant over Mason’s chair 
and jabbered quick, short sentences into 
his ear. 

Mason translated quietly. ‘‘The tao- 
tai is sleeping and cannot be disturbed. 


The Yamen runners beat Wang out of 
the courtyard. They are selling the 
Loxer-sashes in the city.’’ 

With something. akin to relief we 
heard the news for it was at least defi- 
nite. The taotai was obviously hostile, 
and we must go further afield for help. 


“Miles down the great river lay the 
treaty-port of Hankow, and a British 
river-gunboat which was lying off Bund 
must: be summoned to our relief. We 
discussed the selection of a messenger. 
The few. native converts huddled to- 
gether in a back room were useless; any 
one who could use a rifle was indis- 
pensable for the defence of the mission; 
so our eyes were turned again to the 
faithful Wang. . 

Hurriedly Graham gave ‘him hig in- 
structions. -He was to try his utmost to 
creep out of the city that night, and, 
if that were impossible, to wait hidden 
until the gates were opened in the morn- 
ing; to make his way with all speed 
down the river, and take a written mes- 
sage to the commander of the gunboat. 
So he departed—a slight figure, steal- 
ing noiselessly across the compound, in 
whom were centred the hopes of the 
mission, 

Then we turned our minds to the for- 
tification. 

Now it so happened that the mission 
quarters were peculiarly adapted for 
withstanding a siege, as the back of 
the house abutted on to the city wall, 
while in front lay the broad, open com- 
pound, which would have to be crossed 
by an attacking party. 


The matter of vital importance was 
the strengthening of the veranda front- 
age, and this we effected by means of 
a carefully. erected barricade of any- 
thing. we could lay our hands on; a 
quantity of flour-bags formed the foun- 
dation, and among these we left occa- 
sional loopholes through which to 
‘‘snipe’’ in comparative safety. Of 
ammunition there was an alarmingly 
small supply, and indeed only a moder- 
ate amount of food; in fact, our only 
advantage lay in a large consignment of 
tansan water which had but lately ar- 
rived. _ 

We worked hard with the aid of the 
native converts, and about midnight we 
rested from our labors; .the barricacde 
had been built along the veranda, the 
ammunition divided, and buckets of 
water stationed at intervals in case of 
fire. (ste ‘ 
The ex-naval officer had sat silent and 
moody throughout the long work of pre- 
paration, with his head buried in his 
hands, Graham gave him a rifle. ‘*You 
must play the man tonight,’’ he said, 

The poor fellow appeared . utterly 
broken; but as soon as his hands elosed

Just as the eastern sky was’ paling 
and the deadly malarial mists were ris-

of death. 

Gently we carried him inside and Jaid 
him on the couch, and there, in the lit- 
tle room where he had labored so long 
and patiently, he breathed his last and 
passed into the unknown Beyond. 

The sun by this time had risen in the 
deep dark-blue of a summer sky, and 
the burning rays were already taking a 
ghastly effect on the corpses in the com- 
pound. And Wang could not yet have 
reached Hankow! [ll-satisfied at the re- 
sult of their rushes, the Chinese rabble 
began to adopt other tacties. A few 
rusty jingals had been apparently dis- 


covered, and these were being loaded 
with great precaution. 

Now a few jingals in the hands of a 
Chinese mob are not necessarily very 
dangerous, and providing you are not 
seared by the deafening report, and can 
take cover from the hail of bullets, the 
material damage neéd not be very ser- 
ious; but in this particular instance the 
jingal marksmen mounted the walls of 
the compound, and were thus able to 
fire down on the veranda, so that while 
our attention was concentrated on them 
the others could rush the compound. 


In this way we suffered another cas- 
ualty. We three defenders were en- 


’ 


deavorjng ‘to silence a few ambitious 
marksmen whose fire was becoming 
quite unpleasantly accurate, when sud- 


denly a villainous-looking crowd, wear- 
ing Boxer-sashes and armed with spears 
and knives of every description, came 
rushing into the compound and were 
within a few feet of the barricade be- 
fore we had time to divert our fire. The 
next moment we sent a volley of bullets 
into their midst; three fell mortally 
wounded, .and the rabble retreated in 
confusion, with the exception of their 
leader, a hideous, powerfully built ruf- 
fian, who kept on his headlong rush to 
the veranda rails, 

Now Margery—who, although terribly 


distressed by the death of her uncle, 
had kept a brave front and shown an 
excellent example to the defenders of 
the tiny fortress—was at this moment 
under-the shelter of the sandbags at- 
tending to one of the wounded converts, 
when just above her appeared the 
threatening spear of the Boxer leader. 
Lying prone as we were, it was impos- 
sible at first fully to realize the dread- 
ful situation; but in a flash her one- 
time lover threw himself forward and 
received the full force of the weapon in 
his bare chest, The next instant the 
Chinaman fell back into the compound 
with two bullets through his shaven 
head, 

We saw at once that the other would 
never recover. The broad-bladed, rus- 
ty spear had inflicted a terrible wound, 
and the poor fellow was suffering un- 
told agonies. Still conscious, he refus- 
ed to be taken into the house; so, hav- 
ing brought out a mattress and made 
him as easy as possible in the shelter 
and shade of the sandbags, we again 
fook our places at the loopholes.

But the question presents a business 
viewpoint that it is well to take ac- 
count of. Unfortunately, it is impos- 
sible to give figures as to the percentage 
of horsés that race in hobbles,,but it is 
safe. to say that seventy-five out of 
every hundred pacers, raced over half- 
mile tracks have their legs tied togeth- 
er. On mile’ tracks the ratio is less, 
but -very nearly ‘half of the horses on 
the mile tracks use hobbles. At the 
Columbus Grand ‘Circuit meeting last 
fall, eighty-nine hobbled horse§ started, 
while the number of freelegged ones 
was only seventy-seveti—these figures 
were taken from the summaries of the 
races for the entire meeting. No doubt 
the percentage of hobble wearers at Col- 
umbus was greater than at other Grand 
Circuit meetings, for the reason that it 
is the meeting point of many half-mile 
track campaigners. : 

~In view of the fact that the majority 
of all pacers racing wear hobbles, the 
question arises, can a sufficient number 
of horses be educated to go without 
them to supply adequate entries for 
the hundreds of meetings held annually? 
Yo put this question in another way, is 
there a sufficient number of trainers in 
America who possess the ability to tutor 
and prepate pacers to race without hob- 
bles? No one can supply the answers 
to these questions, and not until the 
time comes when hobbles are actually 
barred will the solution of this weighty 
gener become apparent. If the de- 
arment of hobbles proves detrimental 
to the interests of the half-mile track 
associations (and surely it will affect 
them more than it will the mile track 
associations), they will have but one 
recourse, and that is to form a govern- 
ing body of their own. Should the half- 
mile tracks be forced to this drastic 
measure, the N.T.A. and the A.T.A, 
will, like Othello, ‘‘find their occupa-, 
tion gone.’’ Disruption of a revolution- 
ary character would result, and harness 
turf affairs would, for the time being, 
be in a state of chaos. 

We have always, stood for progres- 
sion and advancement, and in making 
these observations we do so, not in a 
spirit of criticism or evasion, but with 
an attempt to analyze the matter and 
discover its virtues, as well as the ill 
effects that’ may possibly result from 
it. That the American Trotting Asso- 
tion will adopt the same rule is certain; 
also the rule will be made mandatory 
and not subject to special conditions on 
the part of their members, who may 
desire to permit, the use of hobbles. 

Should the rule prove satisfactory, it 
will mark the dawn of a new era in 
breeding, as well as in racing circles. 
The incentive to breed a better class of 
horses will be augmented, and the train- 
ing profession will be raised in tone and | 
character to a much higher standard 
than is possible under present condi- 
tions. Another source of gand_thatawi}l 
result will be in the increased number 
of trotters that) annually. will appear. 
Many trotting-bred horses that, through 
the medium of hobbles, are quickly 
made to pace, will be permitted to take 
the gait for which their breeding de- 
signed them.

‘been a phase of human life that 0 Logie: 
lation could control, When driven, by 
strict enforcement of law, from the sur- 
face of the body politic it has existed 
sub-cutaneously, like somie hidden cank- 
er. No matter what severe penalties be 
embodied. in preventive statutes, no mat- 
ter what the zeal disclosed, by public 
servants in-the exercise of their. duty, 
the craving fot excitement which is 
innate in humanity demands satisfaction 
and thus the evil, proscribed though it 

has still survived. 


vi, be, 
oe hose devotees who confine their at- 


tention to the simpler forms of hazard, 
such as are to be found at the card- 
table or on the race-course, are not in- 
frequently looked’ down on by others, 
who, though not. admitting it, are them- 
selves under the sway of equally insidi- 
ous, if more respectable, forms of temp- 
ting fortune. hether it be in wheat 
or pigs, race horses or cards, gambling 
#xercises an irresistible fascination over 
certain natures, Whether the desire to 
acquire something for nothing is the 
controlling influence it is hard to say. 
The vast majority of gamblers undoubt- 
edly lose. But as long as they are able 
to acquire the means for speculative 
enterprise they inevitably return to bow 
before the Goddess of Fortune with the 
ever recurrent hope that in the end she 
will smile upon them and thus repay 
their ardent court. 

‘Once a gambler, always a gambler,’’ 
might be designated as ‘an axiom, the 
truth of which is proved in spite of its 
few exceptions, And the years have 
equally demonstrated the fact that 
gambling has had a strong hold upon 
many, splendid characters around whom 
history centres. Napoleon gambled, but 
did so in an amateurish way and was not 

articularly obsessed. The Duke ot 

ellington, while a member of Crock- 
ford’s, a famous gambling club, was not 
particularly fond of play, the author 
says, and then relates the following 
anecdote of Blucher: 

**Another great soldier, on the other 
hand, repeatedly lost large sums at play. 
This was Blucher, who was inordinately 
fond of gambling. Much to his disgust 
this passion was inherited by his son, 
who had often to be rebuked by his 
father for his visits to the gaming-table, 
and was given many a wholesome lecture 
upon his youth and inexperience, and 
the consequent certainty of loss by com- 
ing in contact with older and more prac- 
ticed gamblers. One morning, however, 
young Blucher presented himself before 
his father, and exclaimed with an air 
of joy: ‘Sir! You said I knew nothing 
of play, but here is proof that you have 
under-valued my talents,’’ pulling. out 
at the same time a bag of roubles which 
he had won the preceding night. ‘‘And 
I said the truth,’’ was the reply; ‘‘sit 
down here and I’ll convince you,’ ’ 
j a few min- 
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money; whereupon, after pocketing the 
cash, he rose from the table observing: 
“‘Now you see that I was right when I 
told you that you would never win.’’ 

One of the most famous of the old- 
time gambling places, the Palais Royal, 
which during the Revolution was known 
as the Palais Egalite, was built by Rich- 
elieu and by him bequeathed to Louis 
XIIL., and in time given by Roi Soleil 
to his brother, thus becoming the pro- 
perty of the Qrleans family. Crippled 
by his debts, Phillippe Egalite first con- 
ceived the idea of putting the noble 
building to an ignoble use and obtained, 
a large sum by letting out suitable 
parts as shops, gaming houses, and res- 
taurants, some of them of a very ques- 
tionable character. Mr. Nevill draws a 
picture of this famous gambling club, 
showing the life that made it remark- 
able: 

‘“‘The Palais Royal in its palmy days 
was the centré of luxury—an emporium 
of every alluring delight. While its bril- 
liantly lit piazzas were viewed with 
real or pretended horror by the austere, 
it was a Mecca to the pleasure-seekers 
of the world. In England the place was 
often called ‘‘the Devil’s Drawing~ 
Room,’’ it being said that here a de- 
bauchee could run the whole course of 
his career with the greatest facility and 
edse, . ; 

On the first floor were cafes where his 
spirits could be raised to any requisite 
pitch; on. the second, gaming rooms 
where he could lose his money, and 
salons devoted to facile love—both, not 
unusually, antechambers to the pawn- 
brokers who resided above; whilst, if at 
the end of his tether he determined to 
end his troubles, he could repair to some 
of the shops on the ground floor, where 
daggers and pistols were very conven- 
sold at reduced prices—every 
facility being thus provided for enjoy- 
ing all the pleasures of life under one 
roof, : 

‘*Besides the licensed gaming-tables 
there were. also many forms of unsanc- 
tioned dissipation in divers subterran- 
ean chambers. A number of billiard 
rooms, each containing two or three 
tables, provided further opportunjties 
for passing the time. omen were 
everywhere, and from about midday till 
three o’clock in the morning the gal 
leries of the Palais Royal were throng- 
ed by crowds of gayly attired nymphs, 
ready to lend their aid in charming the 
dream of life. In the days of the Terror 
they absolutely dominated the whole 

lace, It was an epoch when many 
new that the guillotine was being 
made ready to receive them, and for this 
reason were seized with a veritable 
frenzy to snatch as much enjoyment as 
possible. A : A 

‘*The close connection which at that 
time existed between illicit passion and 
death was well typified in the personal- 
ity of one of the most popular sirens, 

le. Dubois, known as ‘la fille Chev- 
lier,’ who was a reigning favorite of 
the gardens, The girl in question pos- 
sessed .no great beauty, her chief at- 
traction being that her father was the 


' executioner of Dijon, who had sent num- 


bers of people into the other world. . 

‘*The gaming rooms were on the 
southern side of, the Palais Royal, To 
enter them you ascended a staircase and 
opened the door of an ante-chamber, 
where several hundred hats, sticks, and 
great-coats, carefully ticketed, were ar- 
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ranged, undér the.charge of two or three 
old men, who received either. one or two 
sous from every owner. for the safe de- 
livery of his’ hove deposit. No dogs 
were admitted into these sacred ang 
ments, nor anything which was likely to 
disturb the deep attention and hol: 
quiet which pervaded them. From this 
antechamber opened a_ folding-door, 
which led to a large, well-lighted room, 
in the centre of which was a table sur- 
rounded, at’a moderate estimate, by two 
hundred and fifty or three hundred per- 
sons anxiously inspecting a game. : The 
salons in the ‘various establishments 
opened one into another, and in some 
there were as many as six rooms which 
contained tables,’’ ) 
_ 80 comprehensive is this work, suca 
a@ picture of the phasé of life that it 
is intended to portray does it present, 
that it is difficult, almost impossible, to 
cull the striking features of the fren: 
zied gambling pg, in by the young 
bucks of the day. They lost no oppor- 
tunity to wager. Wherever there was 
chance for a differetice of opinion there 
was an opportunity for the laying of 
a wager and men of different tempera- 
ments met,’ The freak political wagers 
of our own times were equaled in ec- 
centricity by those:of the gay youths 
of the time of which Mr. Nevill writes. 
He tells of a well-known German au- 
thor of the times who actually rode a 
horse from Edinburgh to London sit- 
ting backwards: 

‘In 1735 Count de Buckeburg; a well- 
known .German author, on a visit to 
England, laid a considerable wager that 


‘the would ride a horse from London to 


Edinburgh backwards, that is, with tae 
horse’s Sed turned towards Edinimrgh 
and the zount’s face towards Loudon; 
and in this manner he actually rode the 
journey in less than four days.'’ 

What more eccentric wager could be 
laid than that arising from the rela-. 
tive speed: of turkeys and geese, yet 
Mr. Nevill, citing an instance of this 
sort, charges it to one of his ancestors: 

‘‘The eccentric, wager made by 
George, Lord Orford, an ancestor of the 
present writer, is well known. The lat- 
ter, in 1740, bet another nobleman a 
large sum of money that a drove of 


geese would beat an equal number of 
turkeys in a race from Norwich to Lon- 
don. The event proved the justness of 
his lordship’s expectations, for the 
geese kept on the road with a steady 
pace, but the turkeys, as every evening 
approached ‘flew to roost in the trees 
adjoining. the road, from which the 
drivers found it very difficult to dis- 
lodge them. In consequence of this the 
geese arrived at their destination two 
days before the turkeys.’’ 

Another eccentric performance upon 
which much money was wagered involv- 
ed the use of a mile long cord. Mr. 
Nevill says: 

‘*A young man of the name of Dray- 
ton undertook for a considerable sum 
to pull in a pound weight at a distance 
of a mile, that is, the weight had to be 
attached to a string a mile in length and 
Drayton to stand still and pull it to 
himself, The time allowed for this 
singular performance was two hours and 
a half. The odds were against him, but 
he won his wager.’’ 

And to show that the clergy, even, 
had succumbed to the general mania for 
odd wagers the proposition of a young 
clergyman as related by the author is 
ample proof: 

‘*A young divine in the vicinity of 
Edinburgh, declared himself ready to 
undertake for a wager of a hundred 


ineas to read six chapters from the}? 


ible every hour for six weeks. The 
betting was ten to one against him.’’ 

But history fails to record the out- 
come of the undertaking, which, ac- 
cording to the betting, must have seem- 
ed very difficult indeed. 

Dwelling upon Monte’ Carlo, Mr. 
Nevill presents figures that are almost 
staggering and shows upon what a thor- 
roughly systematic business basis the 

lace is run, Created by the genius of 

. Blane in the early sixties by ar- 
rangement with the ruling family of 
Monaco, the Grimaldis. it exists today, 
an undeniable monument to his eapac- 
ity for organization, After relating 
the early history of the place, the au- 
thor gives us a glimpse of the profits, 
which are.truly enormous: 

**Of late years the annual profits of 
the Casino at Monte Carlo have worked 
out ut about a million, £4,000 a day, it 
is said, arn into the coffers of the 
bank "during the season. The disburse- 
ments, however, are heavy, amountin 
literally to hundreds of thousands o. 
pounds. Amongst these must be reck- 
oned £9,000 for elergy and schools, £6,- 
000 for charity, and £20,000 for police. 
The arrangement, which was some years 
ago renewed by the reigning prince, nat- 
urally absorbs a very large sum of mon- 
ey; but, when everything has been paid 
out, the annual profits do not fall far 
short of £500,000, the shareholders, even 
in bad years, receiving something like 
30 per cent.

‘*To obtain the viatique the presum- 
ably .penniless gamester must present 
himself at a special,office, just off a cor- 
ner of the central gaming room, and 
there he must take an oath that he has 
lost over £300. Inquiries are then made 
as to whether the pee, has really 
lost a large sum at play, which is easily 
discovered by the evidence of the in- 
spectors and officials presiding at the 
tables. If these inquiries’ corroborate 
the story told, he is handed the money. 
for which he signs a receipt; and until 
the advance is repaid the recipient, is 
not allowed to pass the doors which sep- 
arate the atrium from the gaming rooms, 
As a matter of fact, I believe those who 
have received the viatique are now 
photographed so as to be identified by 
the door-keepers.’’ 

In Mr. Nevill’s work there is much 
material for those who deem it possible 
to legislate humanity into Puritanical 


ways. With the evil of gambling now 
existing under cover, now breaking 
forth into an _ hysterical speculative 


flame, reaching forth its tentacles and 
touching every nerve and fibre of so- 
ciety, manifesting itself in a thousand 
different forms, knowing not ereed nor 
color nor condition of servitude, it ean 
undoubtedly be regarded as a subject 
equally interesting to. the law-maker. as 
to him whose duty it is enforce the laws 
already spread upon the yh cheba books. 
In eoneluding his historica? work, for 
such it is, although somewhat cireum- 
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eutte in° which their lower 
itis forbid them to indulge, 
‘‘As a matter of fact the strongest

‘*The time has not atrived. yet when 
English: public’ opinion is prepared to 
face facts as they are; but though it 
may be at some far distant day, that 
time must come, when a wise and more 
enlightened legislature, profiting by the 
experience of the past, ‘will at last real- 
ize that the vite of gambling can not 
be extirpated by violent. means. Reluct- 
antly, but certainly, it will endeavor to 
eng the worse features of gambling 

y taking care that those who indulge 
in it shall do so under the fairest condi- 
tions, while at the same time paying a 
toll to be applied for the good of the 
community at large. 

Such is the inevitable and only solu- 
tion of a social problem which from any 
other direction it is absolutely hopeless 
to approach.’’ 


‘A RUSSIAN WOMAN’S WORK IN

T has been said that the influence of 
Russia upon the -world’s progress 
bids fair to be increasingly great;

more women who have left and are leav- 
ing a lasting impression upon their 
times, than all other nations together— 
if we except  France—have brought 
forth in the course of boasted develop- 
me The wonder would seem to be that 
in such an autocracy the weakest éle- 
ment of all should eontrive to lift its 
head, unless we reflect that the move-

‘‘The futile and ineffectual results 
which, during the last two hundred 
years, have invariably followed all dras- 
tic repression are clearly demonstrated 
by hard facts; at the present time specu- 
lation, gambling, and betting all flour- 
ish as they never flourished Citere 


‘*In open combat the strong arm of 


the law is resistless; but there is no 


possibility of its ultimate triumph>or 


ower of eradicating the desire of gam- 
ing from the human mind; and more 
especially in a country where. specula- 
tion on the stock exchange is regarded 
with the greatest tolerance by those who 
denounce the race-course and the card- 
table, 

‘‘The anathemas of well-meaning and 


unworldly ecclesiastics, the plaints of 


zealous philanthropists, the strident de- 


clamations of social reformers, who call 


for legisiative measures of drastic res- 
triction, can only cause the philosophic 
student of human nature to deplore that 
so ‘much well-meanin 
devoted to such a futile end.
